St. Jca,n de Baptisto church in Mer- 


rimack street, one of the. finest, edifices 
in Lowell was, destroyed by fire

morning. It proved to be one of the. 
biggest tiros thai has orc.urred in this 
city for yr-iirs, and donpito the efforts 
of'the fircnvM), assisted by score* of j 
volunteers, it was impoasiblo to save' 
ihe. structure.

Revere cases should be as follows: Pri- 
marily, rest and quietude must be in- 
sisted upon in all instances.

in case of an injured person), for if 
there Is hemorrhage into the brain tis- 
sue the alcohol will make the bleeding" 
more profuse. 


Give a few drops of aromatic spirits 


of ammonia in water, surround the 
patient with hot water bottles, put a. 
mustard plaster over the heart and 
give hot drinks meanwhile using .cold 
applications to the head. This relates 
only to the serious eases which ver:

Putting it roughly, this organ 13 
slightly below the flexible lower por-

which any person can feel for himself; 
and it is behind the angle formed by. 
(the divergence of the forward ends of-. 
thn ribs from each other, like an in- 
verted V. Any one -can 
plainly feel 


this angle on himself. 


-A blow, if planted too high, or 
too 


far to one side or the other of tho 
median line,' is checked by tho' breast 
bono or by the ribs. It 
has to 
be. 


placed to a nicety to get between theso 
barriers of nature and have the fordo 
of the blow reach the solar plexus. 


Over the heart, similarly, we have a 


cardiac (heart) plexus of nerves. A 
blow to ;this has, to a lesser degree, tho. 
same effect aa one to the solar plexus. 
In addition, thn direct jar to the heart 
and to the nerves governing it is tem- 
porarily damnging. It must be re- 
membyrud. however, that the heart is 
protected by the ribs. 


Likewise we have the renal (kidney) 


plexus, which is similarly, but 
in a 


still loss degree, affected by the blow,

TRW York Boxing commission. 


All of these torso blows cause shock 


when severe. External warmth is the 
most important of all treatment. 
Tho 


man should be placed on bis back with 
the head low, that the blood may go 
bnck to the brain. This can be accom- 
plished 
by placing 
rolled blankets, 


coats, etc., under tho other parts of the 
body.

M. I., was celebrating mass that he no- 
ticed tho gas lights In the church die 
down, then shoot up and almost in- 
stantly all went out.

tified Father Ouellette and the latter in, 
a calm voice informed those In at- 
tendance that there was a fire in the 
church and advised them to tile out of 
the church as quietly as possible.

Although it was almost impossible 


to give any accurate udtiirtfj.ee of thp, 
l.-.ss to the church and contents at tho 
time of going to press, it

that it will be between 5150,000 and 
5200,000, which is practically covered 
by insurance. It was 
onlv recently 


that extra insurance had I.een taken 
on the building and contents. 


It was only with great dilliculty and 


hard work that the firemen prevented 
the fire from spreading to St. Joseph's 
rectory and the tenement blocks in the 
immediate vicinity. for

BOSTON, Nov. 21.—A meOical dis- 


covery oC prime importance,' that the 
terrible infantile paralysis is enrried by 
tho common stable fl\", and that this 
[nsect is therefore no less dangerous 
than the typhoid-fever house lly, has 
been arrived at through tho joint ef- 
forts of two departments of Harvard 
university, the Medical 
school, 
and 


the llussey institution, and tlio Massa- 
chusetts state board of health. 


This discovery, so larseiy the work 


of Harvard men, is announced in yes- 
terday's' issue of thu Harvard Alumni 
Bulletin. It follows in natm-al order 
the discovery of the transmission of 
Texas fever In cattlo by ticks of ma- 
laria and yellow fever by certain mos- 
quitoes, of the sleeping fever of Africa 
by the tsetse- fly and of typhoid favor 
by the house fly.
